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FROM THE EDITOR 


Know the industry 
before jumping in 


hakespeare once said, “I call for pen and 
ink and write my mind.” Hey, good idea, but 
I'll need a monitor and keyboard, please! 

How times have changed. Andy Rooney 
of “60 Minutes” fame agrees that times have 
changed, but doesn’t necessarily think all 
changes have been for the better. On one of 
his segments he made it clear that he was 
just as good a writer when he used his 
trusty antique manual typewriter before 
the advent of the laptop computer. He was 
used to it; he was comfortable with it. I’d like 
to see him rely solely on a manual type- 
writer today! While we 
may feel comfortable and 
secure with what we are 
using right now, some- 
thing’s waiting to pounce 
on us forcing a change. 
As human beings, we just 
don’t like that ultima- 
tum. 

Which brings me back 
to writing my mind. 
Many of you may be 
reading this while at the 
Fun Expo in Las Vegas. 
This show is becoming a 
must-see show after just 
four years. The seminars 
are really good and are 
on timely topics. While 
the Expo revolves 
around all aspects of 
family entertainment, 
the seminars cover the 
gamut on a variety of subjects. You'll notice 
some familiar names in the amusement in- 
dustry—Frank Seninsky, Michael Getlan, to 
name a few—and some not-so-familiar 
names. There are sessions on go-karts, 
miniature golf, outdoor amusements, etc. 

Many companies that traditionally ex- 
hibited only at ACME or AMOA are now 
finding new customers and new markets at 
Fun Expo. The American Amusement Man- 
ufacturers Association, through its location 
trade show program, has seen value in the 
show since its inception. The association 
has extended invitations to its members to 
share booth space, which many have done 
over the years. Some of those companies 
are now breaking away from the fold and 
opting to man their own booths at the show. 

Last year, I moderated a seminar and 
spent three days passing out magazines, 
meeting people, and answering questions 
from our own booth. It was an eye-opener. 


There were so many people looking to get 
into the industry that we ran out of maga- 
zines the first day! When I returned to the 
office I had a stack of business cards from 
people who wanted more information on 
Play Meter. 

It will be interesting to see if some of 
those newcomers are now up and running 
or if there’s still a steady stream of those 
wanting to start. (Steve, I’m holding a mag- 
azine for you!) I’m always impressed when 
people do their homework before they take 
that giant leap into a family entertainment 
center. An all-too-often scenario is some- 
one invests his life savings, looses that life 
savings, and then wonders what went 
wrong. We'll then get a call, a call that we 
should have gotten long before the money 
was spent. 

Michael Getlan, who is a dynamic speak- 
er on the amusement industry, said the 
number one reason family amusement cen- 
ters fail is undercapitalization. We’re in a 
volatile industry that takes strong, firm 
commitments of time and money. There is 
nothing easy (or cheap) about being an op- 
erator today. 

Distributors see disturbing buying pat- 
terns when there's an influx of newcomers. 
Too many times buying equipment is 
viewed as a one-time proposition; only 
knowledge about the industry makes it 
clear it’s an ongoing endeavor. 

Opening the grandest of all family enter- 
tainment centers is not what's difficult; 
keeping it grand and profitable is the trick. 
What your customers want today is proba- 
bly light-years away from what they'll want 
tomorrow. Take a serious look at successful 
family entertainment centers that have 
been in operation for many years. You'd be 
hard pressed to recognize these places as 
they were yesterday when looking at them 
today. 

It’s the constant revitalization and up- 
dating that separates the successful from 
the statistics. But to do it there must be a fi- 
nancial buffer to fall back on, whether you 
are going it alone or as part of an invest- 
ment group. You want to be in business five, 
10, even 20 years from now. And you can be- 
lieve that if you are lucky enough to still be 
around, your place will be very different 
from what it is today. You certainly don’t 
want to be sitting in a warehouse among ob- 
solete games wondering where you went 
wrong.

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Are we discounting 
half the population? 


am starting to log the times I have 
heard similar comments about our 
industry missing the boat. Here is 
the gist of it: Why are so few games 
targeted to the female audience? 

Can we afford to overlook women 
as players? Is there any reason 
women cannot become avid video 
game enthusiasts, as they once were 
with Ms. Pac-Man? | am not raising 
this issue because I happen to be a 
woman. Men in the industry recog- 
nize the lack of games with feminine 
appeal, waxing nos- 
talgic over games of 
the past that women 
played as much as 
men. Since I have a 
cocktail table Milli- 
pede in my den I can 
attest to its universal 
appeal. 

According to Do- 
minick Barbera of 


Capitol Amuse- 
ments in Phoenix, 
Ariz., the industry 


appears to have 
“written off women.” 
He cites The Addams 
Family pinball as a 
game that attracts 
women players. 
Notes Barbera, “The 
sound, the entire feel of the game, 
keeps women players interested.” 

John McEwan of Meltec, the re- 
demption and novelty game manu- 
facturer, says, “If you were doing a 
business plan, why would you ex- 
clude female customers? After all, 
women make up half the popula- 
tion.” 

Another industry member com- 
mented, “We are all crying for 
games that appeal to women. If we 
can make Tetris and Centipede, why 
not more games based on mazes 
and puzzles? For the last 20 years 
we have been looking for games that 
interest women.” 

A video game manufacturer’s 
representative once told me that it 
was not worth the effort to put R&D 
into games for women. How far- 
sighted! Put all your eggs into the

teenage male basket. Fly in the face 
of statistics that indicate it will be 
five more years before there is a 
hefty teen population. Wouldn't it be 
better to focus attention on the mar- 
ket we are dealing with today, not 
days gone by? 

I have often seen young ladies in 
mainly-video arcades casting about 
for games to play. While their 
boyfriends gravitate to the shoot ‘em 
ups, they try the crane and play 
something like Arkanoid or Capcom 
Bowling. They may join their beau 
for air hockey or a driving game, 
then they are ready to go. 

This is where redemption games 
come into play. And women do play 
them because they are non-intimi- 
dating. From the venerable Skee- 
Ball to the many roll downs on the 
market, women are ready to part 
with those quarters. 

Besides creating games that at- 
tract women, there is also a need for 
prize merchandise suitable for 
women, especially young women. 
Sure, mom can get a small appli- 
ance, but what is the incentive for 
teen and pre-teen girls to squirrel 
away their tickets? There are likely 
to be more remote-control trucks in 
the redemption case than neon-col- 
ored watches, hair ornaments, 
pierced earrings, bracelets, and 
necklaces. 

Stuffed toys? The small pocket- 
size stuffed animals are favorites 
with young girls, but plush is not the 
answer to everything. Packages of 
makeup and other creative prize 
ideas are used by far too few. Con- 
sider offering cassette players, 
tapes and T-shirts of popular rock 
groups, extra headphones, and sim- 
ilar small electronic items in the dis- 
play case instead of making it a 
monument to plastic trinkets. 

So where does that leave our in- 
dustry? With a niche market yet to 
be filled. While manufacturers talk 
of games designed with the Ameri- 
can market in mind, let us remem- 
ber that Americans come in two 
genders.

Machine shutdown causes South Dakota budget cuts 


One million dollars is a 
lot of money to the aver- 
age citizen, but to astate 
budget that sum is a 
proverbial drop in the 
bucket. 

In South Dakota, 
where budget cuts have 
been mandated following 
the abrupt shutdown of 
the state’s nearly 8,000 
video lottery terminals, 
$36 million in cuts are 
needed to cover the cur- 
rent shortfall now that 


the flow of video lottery 
revenue has been halted. 

Legislators met on 
Sept. 7 to ponder meth- 
ods of filling the gap until 
voters make a decision 
on the video lottery 
amendment at the polls 
in November. 

As reported in previ- 
ous issues, South Dako- 
ta’s five-year video lottery 
program came toa 
screeching halt on Aug. 
12 when machines were

Daniel Bower, chair- 
man of Video Lottery 
Technologies of Atlanta, 
Ga., resigned his post 
with the company in early 
September.

Most video lottery ter- 
minals in the state are 
still on location but dis- 
abled. Signs on the blank 
screens say “Vote Yes for 
Amendment E.” 

Coin machine opera- 
tors face well organized 
opposition flying under a 
banner labeled “Don’t 
Gamble with South Dako- 
ta’s Future.” Said one op- 
erator, “I’m counting the 
days until the election. I 
didn’t ever think I would 
be sitting around with 
nothing to do. The choice 
is to get out of the busi- 
ness or make an effort to 
save it.” 

What do locations have 
to say about this turn of 
events? At the Brandon 
Steak House in Brandon, 
a community seven miles 
from Sioux Falls, S.D., 
owner Bob Miller com- 
mented, “When the ma- 
chines first came in it was 
a big plus for the business 
because it was a source of 
entertainment. We've lost 
that revenue, especially 
late at night.” 

Miller’s restaurant 
seats 100 and the bar ac- 
commodates 200. Ban- 
quets are a big part of his 
business. Said Miller, 
“Last night [hada 
golfers’ banquet and I 
know they would have 
stayed longer if the ma- 
chines had been on. 
Video lottery terminals 
were something one per- 
son could play in the af- 
ternoon, too. They had 
become a fixture.” 

According to Miller, 
“Now most of the players 
go to the Royal River 
Casino (Indian reserva- 


tion) in Flandreau 30 min- 
utes away. They’re not 
quitting this form of en- 
tertainment.” Miller adds 
that the majority of his 
customers hope the ma- 
chines are reinstated. 

Ken Vanderloo of 
Ken’s Korner, a tavern in 
Sioux Falls, S.D., that also 
offers sandwiches and 
pizzas, said, “It’s just 
dead at night; there’s no 
atmosphere. It definitely 
has hurt my business.” 
Vanderloo has cut his 
hours of operation and 
laid off one employee at 
his 30-year-old establish- 
ment. 

Right before the spe- 
cial session called to de- 
termine budget cuts, Sen. 
Roger McKellips (D) said, 
“After we are done with 
these cuts, that will take 
us through the fiscal year. 
Then the next regular 
session of the Legislature 
will be able to make a 
more intelligent decision 
after they find out what 
happens with the video 
lottery vote, the tax limit 
vote, and school-aid 
funding. But I think it is 
difficult for anyone to 
vote atemporary sales 
tax increase.” 

Operators remain con- 
fident that the November 
vote will be in favor of 
video lottery. In the event 
that Amendment E pass- 
es, it would be approxi- 
mately two weeks before 
machines could be 
turned back on. 

Developments in South 
Dakota not only jeopar- 
dize that state’s success- 
ful program, but could 
have a ricochet effect on 
other states with legal- 
ized gaming or those ac- 
tively trying to obtain it.

Florida may tackle 
the gaming industry 


A recent travel survey 
from the RY &P/ 
Yankelovich Partners 
1994 National Travel 
Monitor showed a posi- 
tive relationship between 
theme parks, gambling, 
and Florida. The state has 
been involved in a contro- 
versial debate over 
whether or not to legalize 
gambling to increase 
tourism. 

“Nearly four in 10 of 
these gambling-oriented 
travelers are interested 
in visiting Florida within 
the next two years,” said 
Dennis Marzella, senior 
vice president of re- 
search and strategic mar- 
keting at Robinson, Ye- 
sawich & Pepperdine, 
Inc. “This suggests that 
family attractions and 
gaming may be compati- 
ble tourism resources, 
and that Florida would be 
a prime destination of in- 
terest to those interested 
in gambling if it is legal- 
ized.” 





The survey was based 
on 850 in-depth inter- 
views with a nationally 
representative sample of 
U.S. households. 

Among consumers in- 
terested in gambling, 
California ranked second 
after Florida as a pre- 
ferred destination, and 
Nevada ranked third. 

“Consumers interest- 
ed in gambling have di- 
verse-pleasure travel in- 
terests which are 
consistent with their val- 
ues profile defined by 44 
value measurements 
which the Monitor survey 
has tracked for more 
than 22 years,” Marzella 
said. 

Due to their values, 
those who gamble are not 
unidimensional in their 
diversion tastes. Con- 
sumers polled showed an 
interest in other attrac- 
tions, including theme 
parks, shopping, scuba 
diving, golf and tennis, 
and snorkeling.

pation. There’s a great future in 
mixing cinematic techniques 
with coin-op entertainment. 
That may be the real direction 
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the industry is headed—games 
where the player challenges 
and makes things happen. 
That’s the advantage of games 
over cinema. At the movies you 
are passive; when playing 
games you are actively 
involved.” 

And what else does he 

see in the future? “Ar- 
cades and movie the- 
aters will always be 
there. People will con- 
tinue to go out for the 
big films and the big 
games. There's nothing 
like playing with some- 
one next to you.” 
He points to games of 
strategy as a means to 
draw more players, in- 
cluding women, adding, 
“We're not devoting 
enough energy to de- 
veloping games that ap- 
peal to women. The in- 
dustry is playing it safe 
with formula videos.” 

Boasberg isn’t playing 
it safe in terms of the 
traditional arcade set- 
ting. He continues to re- 
shape the game playing 
environment with every 
new game room open- 
ing. The company plans 
to continue expanding 
in the Deep South. 

Boasberg says with 
confidence, “We feel we 
really know the local 
market.” It will be inter- 
esting to see what new 
ideas he employs next. 
He advises, “Do what 
works for you, but al- 
ways keep a fresh ap- 
proach.”

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Redemption loss/thett— 
a potential nightmare 


he operation and control of re- 
demption games is much more 
involved than the typical non- 
redemption coin-operated 
video or pinball games. With in- 
creased service problems, and 
ticket vs. revenue monitoring, a 
factor that is often overlooked 
is the matter of theft/loss. Pro- 
tecting redemption games 
from theft or loss is not as sim- 
ple as installing high-security 
locks and hasps on non-re- 
demption games. 

Redemption game theft/loss 
does not necessarily involve just 
the type that occurs at the cash- 
box—especially if the games are 
run on tokens. More specifical- 
ly, redemption game theft/loss 
most commonly occurs’ by 
means of: a)game familiarity, 
bJimproper percentaging, and 
c)ticket theft. Let’s look at each 
of these areas individually. 

Game familiarity: The longer 
any game is at a location, 
whether the game is a redemp- 
tion or non-redemption type, 
the more adept and skilled 
players will become at playing 
it. In the case of a redemption 
game, this can be extremely 
costly to both the game opera- 
tor and the location, because as 
the player becomes more 
skilled, the number of tickets 
awarded will increase. If game 
play is not monitored, unac- 
ceptable payout levels will oc- 
cur, thereby minimizing, reduc- 
ing, or possibly even 
eliminating profit. 

While this is not exactly di- 
rect player theft, players will 
not complain to the location if 
the payout is too high. However, 
if the payout is too low, they will 
complain—either directly to 
the location, or indirectly, by 
simply not playing the game. 
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For these reasons, it is essential 
that the operator be familiar 
with exactly how the game is 
played, as well as its scoring 
and award structure, so that 
proper monitoring of payout 
can take place. 

Improper percentaging: As 
we have mentioned in prior ar- 
ticles, it is essential that game 
payout be adjusted properly to 
maximize game play. Games 
which have a higher skill/en- 
tertainment value (i.e. Skee- 
ball, basketball, Wacky Gator, 
etc.) can and should be pro- 
grammed to pay out at less ofa 
percentage than games which 
require less skill and which are 
being played primarily to win 
tickets (i.e. Pop-A-Ball, Rock N’ 
Bowl, etc.). Games that are not 
programmed correctly, while 
again not exactly direct theft, 
can create a substantial loss for 
both the location and the game 
operator. 

Ticket theft: Ticket theft can 
occur in several ways. One way 
is by direct theft from the game 
itself. It is for this reason that 
the starting and ending ticket 
numbers should be recorded 
when placed into the games. 
This way, in the event of a phys- 
ical break-in, the center atten- 
dant(s) may be alerted so that 
the thief may potentially be 
caught. 

It is also imperative that the 
game operator/location owner 
monitor and control the ticket 
stock given to the center atten- 
dants. It is an excellent idea for 
management to check and 
compare, at least weekly, the 
number of tickets dispensed by 
all of the redemption games at 
the location against the num- 
ber of tickets recorded as being 
placed into the games by the at-

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tendants. While this method of 
comparison is not 100 percent 
accurate (within a few thou- 
sand tickets), it will give man- 
agement an idea of whether or 
not all tickets recorded are ac- 
tually being placed into the 
games. 

Some means to curtail ticket 
theft are: 

1) Checking to see if each 
ticket has been torn at the per- 
foration when large numbers of 
tickets are being turned in. If 
so, it means that tickets were 
won one at a time (highly un- 
likely) or were taken home to 
be torn up. 

2) Checking to see the age 
group turning in large numbers 
of tickets. If a group of 
teenagers and not a family, for 
example, attempts toturnina 
large number of tickets, it’s 
possible that they were legiti-

mately won, but highly unlikely, 
since for the most part, 
teenagers do not play redemp- 
tion games. 

3) Checking to see that large 
quantities of tickets being re- 
deemed have ticket dispenser 
track marks on them. The ma- 
jority of ticket-dispensing 
games manufactured today will 
leave an indelible impression 
on the back or front of each 
ticket. The absence of these 
track marks will be a definite 
indication that tickets were not 
won, but stolen—whether di- 
rectly out of a game, or perhaps 
not put into a game by a dishon- 
est attendant. 

One last comment about po- 
tential ticket theft. It is critical 
that, upon redemption of tick- 
ets, these tickets cannot be re- 
deemed again. While there are 
many ways of accomplishing 


this task, I have found the most 
effective and economical one is 
to place a Deltronic Labs “tick- 
et eater” at each of our re- 
demption centers. This com- 
pact device, which retails for 
about $750, counts and displays 
the ticket count to the cus- 
tomer, shreds each ticket as it 
is counted in order to prevent 
multiple redemptions, and per- 
manently stores the cumulative 
number of tickets counted ona 
non-resettable meter. This way, 
tickets redeemed may be 
checked against the redemp- 
tion center’s merchandise in- 
ventory. It is certainly an in- 
valuable automated assistant. 

In order to prevent redemp- 
tion theft/loss it is the job of 
management to keep abreast of 
all of these variables, so if there 
is a problem, it can be fixed— 
and fixed fast!e

Some locations use a ticket 
value of one cent. This means 
that each ticket is equivalent to 
one cent in purchasing power. 
If a location prices a prize for 
150 tickets, it’s worth $1.50. The 
advantage is that the customer 
has a greater perceived value 
for the item. A fist full of tickets 
seems like a lot of spending 
power. This creates an air of fun 
for the customer while keeping 
the conversion rate simple. 

Another option is to value 
your tickets on a sliding scale, 
using various colors to desig- 
nate the difference. Ticket val- 
ues may vary from one cent to 
15 cents depending on the 
game's play value. An example 
is perhaps a Skee-Ball giving 
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out a green ticket valued at one 
cent and a Wheel ‘Em In giving 
out a blue ticket valued at 10 
cents. Thus fewer tickets are 
dispensed from the Wheel ‘Em 
In for the same amount of val- 
ue. 

The advantages are seen 
mostly in high-volume stores. 
There are less tickets to count, 
so less time is spent. But the 
ticket values need to be sepa- 
rated per point value, which 
can be time consuming. 

The third alternative is to opt 
for half-cent tickets. Your cost 
of printing does go up as does 
the time it takes to count all of 
the tickets, but more children 
and shopaholics will come to 
your store to play for the wheel- 
barrows full of tickets. Family 
entertainment centers. that 
cater to small children have the 
best results using the half-cent 
ticket. 

If you decide to go with this 
method remember to mark up 
the ticket prices of your mer- 
chandise accordingly. That 
$1.50 item now will be worth 300 
tickets. The same strict meth- 
ods of security are imperative. 
Ultimately you can have tickets 
worth any amount of money. 
Use what works best for your 
location. 

We mentioned security mea- 
sures because it’s a vital part of 
your business. There are cer- 
tain things you must be aware 
of and what happens to your 
tickets is one. 

One way to monitor your 
tickets is to have the date print- 
ed on each batch. If you change 
the color of your tickets from 
printing to printing this helps

eliminate counterfeit tickets. 
Each ticket should have a se- 
quential number on it. Each 
block of tickets printed on a 
given date will fall into a given 
number range. If you begin re- 
ceiving suspicious tickets you 
can check to see if they are 
yours or not. 


many tickets were taken, and 
what number sequence they 
were. 

This method works in con- 
junction with ticket meters on 
each game so you know how 
many tickets were given out by 
counting the tickets redeemed. 
The number of tickets re- 
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Another measure is to know 
how many tickets you have in 
back stock. This can be accom- 
plished by having a sign-out 
sheet for employees who take 
out tickets. Each time a game 
needs to be refilled, employees 
should sign the sheet, note how 


deemed and the number of 
tickets given away should give 
you an idea of where you stand. 
If tickets are being stolen from 
you, you ll know it. 

A final security measure is to 
destroy the tickets once they 
are redeemed. Some operators

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weigh these destroyed tickets 
to compare with the number of 
redeemed tickets. If the num- 
bers match up, they are run- 
ning a secured store. Some op- 
erators use ticket perforators 
on their equipment. These put 
a pattern in the tickets as they 
come from the games. The re- 
demption counter will only ac- 
cept tickets with these perfora- 
tions, thus stopping one more 
angle of theft. 

When shopping for someone 
to print your tickets, make sure 
that they are reputable, print 
their tickets all the same size, 
and print on recyclable paper 
so when you shred your tickets 
you can recycle them. 

For any type of ticket value 
system, prizes should be mar- 
keted the same way. An item 
should be priced at its cost plus 
a percentage to cover taxes, la- 
bor, and freight—usually a 20 
percent mark up. In most loca- 
tions close-out deals and spe- 
cial sales are passed on to the 
customer. Marking up these 
items is called double dipping 
and is a low down, mean thing 
to do. Beware of the confusion 
that can set in when you are 
first setting up your system of 
ticket value and security. Don’t 
be afraid to find a professional. 

Now that you understand the 
wide world of tickets you can 
play around with different val- 
ues until you find the one that 
works best in your newly real- 
ized dream palace. Don’t be 
afraid to ask successful loca- 
tions how they do it. Some may 
discuss the actual value of tick- 
ets and even share with you 
how they arrived at that value. 

Remember to keep those 
tickets secure. Quite often your 
employees don't see them as 
cash and don’t secure them like 
cash. However, they are more 
like cash than pennies are. At 
least to your location.

riving and maintaining vehicles 
for the amusement industry 
can either create a major 
headache for operators or bea 
satisfying investment. Depend- 
ing on your location and the 
size of your company, there are 
many options to consider in se- 
lecting vehicles to best suit 
your needs. 


Auto and liability insurance, 
repair costs, and licensing vary 
across the country, but can be 
imperative to running smooth 
operations. Safely transporting 
your machines from one loca- 
tion to another is key to a 
healthy livelihood, so you 
should know what some opera- 
tors consider the easiest and 
most cost efficient methods 
available. 

Marty Murin, president of 
Rainbow Falls Amusement Co. 
in Tannersville, N.Y., owns a 
large truck and two vans. His

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company transports all types of 
amusement machines, primar- 
ily pool tables, jukeboxes, and 
video games. Murin says he 
used to have a 12-foot rackbody 
truck, but now has an 18-foot 
box truck with 8’ x 18’ of space, 
which saves money on insur- 
ance. “On the commercial vehi- 
cles, you run into problems

with insurance, Murin says. 
“Also, to drive a commercial ve- 
hicle you have to have Depart- 
ment of Transportation vehicle 
numbers, a driver's log, fire ex- 
tinguisher, etc. You don't need 
a special license though, unless 
the load you're carrying is over 
18,000 pounds. My truck is set 
on the maximum load of 6,000 
pounds.” 

Murin has about 60 stops, in- 
cluding bars and pizzerias, 
within a 25-mile radius. Murin 
says the nice thing about his 
largest truck is that it is secure 
from the elements. “Up here in 
New York we can get some 
nasty weather, and with this 
truck we don’t have to worry 
about it because it’s enclosed.

Use of Rainbow Falls’ vehi- 
cles is limited to Murin and two 
employees on his staff. Routine 
maintenance, including oil and 
air filter change, are done at 
the dealership, which has 
worked out satisfactorily. “The 
new truck is more expensive 
overall, but the time saved 
makes up for the expense,” 
Murin says. “We use the large 
truck all the time, and the vans 
are used as collection vehicles 
if a machine breaks down 
somewhere. I like using the 
vans because it’s easier to move 

machines along the route. The 
“come OUT truck is used fewer days, but 

you can move about 15 games 
7 at a time, so you get more work 
Jinner!! out of it.” 
Nhe ! ines ha Russell Love, president of 
a Royal Vending in Santa Fe 
Springs, Calif., uses 23 different 
vehicles at his business. 

“We have about nine Chevy 
Astro minivans,” Love says.

vans, and a couple of one-ton 
step-side delivery trucks.” 


Love’s company transports a 
wide variety of vending ma-

= AS ’ 23 stops per day. “We have two 
® separate functions in our busi- 
ness: route sales and heavy 


COMPANIES equipment delivery,” says Love. 


“The route drivers have a stan- 
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dard circulation of about 100 to 
125 miles a day. For route sales 
and delivery, the Chevy Astro 
minivans work really well; they 
have a rear wheel drive style. 
The foreign minivans are more 
passenger-oriented like a car. 
Those are primarily front wheel 
drive, which we've found is 
harder on tires and brakes. 
We're in a major metropolitan 
area, so there’s a lot of stop- 
and-start traffic, a lot of free- 
way driving, and the trucks get 
driven pretty rough. I used to 
have Ford Aerostars, 19 at one 
point, and at least 13 of them 
had similar problems with the 
transmission.” 

Royal Vending has its vehicle 
maintenance done outside. “We 
used to have someone here 
who did it, but there were al- 
ways certain things that he 
couldn't get involved with,” 
says Love. “So it’s easier this 
way. By sending them out, we 
save on time. Also, if we had to 
stock oil, etc. for all our of vehi- 
cles, wed have to file a haz- 
ardous waste permit and pay 
special fees.” 

To modify the costs entailed 
with vehicles, some operators 
have been opting to use pickup 
trucks with a trailer attached. 
Love says this wouldn't work for 
his purposes. “I’ve experiment- 
ed with smaller pickups, like 
Ford Rangers, but in my experi- 
ence, they always seem over- 
loaded. When you install a 
heavy liftgate, maybe some 
rails on the sides, and a special 
floor in the bed, you've already 
added about 1,000 pounds, not 
counting the weight of the ma- 
chines. Once you put a couple 
of games on, the truck starts 
sagging, so you have to beef up 
the springs. The only advantage 
would be gas mileage, but when 
you add all the other stuff, 
you ve really defeated the pur- 
pose. The fuel economy savings 
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at that point is minimal.” 
However, Marc Mandeltort, 
of Marco Specialties in Colum- 
bia, S.C., disagrees. Mandeltort 
uses a single pickup truck and 
trailer for transporting 10 to 15 
video and pinball machines. 
Mandeltort says at one time he 
used rental vehicles, but it be- 
came too expensive. His cur- 


ing is that my truck needs a 
larger engine.” 

Mandeltort says he sees a 
trend among many operators 
away from the mid-sized cube 
vans toward the larger trucks. 
However, for his routes, which 
cover up to 400 miles on the 
East Coast, he relies on the 
truck and trailer. “It’s less ex-

Velasquez Music deals pri- 
marily with jukeboxes and pool 
tables, transferring 10 to 15 ma- 
chines daily within a 40- mile 
city radius. Velasquez has two 
GMC cube trucks with liftgates. 
“We're in the city, so we don t 
want a huge truck driving 
around. Our collector Ss usually 
drive their own cars,’ he says. 

“Pickups with irailers are only 
practical for smaller compa- 
nies.” 

A major source of annoy- 
ance, Velasquez says, has been 
maintenance. “We depend on 
the guys driving the van to do 
maintenance and keep it tuned 
up. But that’s a problem be- 
cause of human error. People 
forget, or else say they check 
the oil and don't, and then you 
can burn your engine up,’ Ve- 
lasquez says. 

The business has been able 
to use the frequent driving in 
Chicago as ameans of publicity. 
“We started painting the com- 
pany logo on the trucks,” Ve- 
lasquez says. “It’s a good form 
of advertising. When you're dri- 
ving next to the truck or stuck 
in traffic, you can’t help but see 
the company name. Now [see a 
lot of other businesses doing 
the same thing.” 

For his purposes, the cube 
trucks are ideal, Velasquez 
says. “The front end of a cube 
truck is just like a van. Anyone 
can drive it. City driving is a lot 
tougher than being out on the 
road though,” Velasquez says.

AGE's cranes hook up 
with new factory 


dvanced Games and Engineer- 
ing (AGE), aredemption crane 
machine manufacturer based 
in Fort Lauderdale, Fla., recent- 
ly added a third facility to serve 
as its world headquarters. The 
new factory will be the center 
for research and development, 
quality assurance, and final as- 
sembly and inspection. Staff for 
the company’s expanding in- 
ternational markets, including 
Canada, Europe, Asia, the Mid-

dle East, and Central and South 
America, also will be based at 
the new location. AGE expects 
a tenfold increase of produc- 
tion capacity with the new 
property. 

AGE president J.R. Fishman 
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credits the growth of the four- 
year-old company to its concept 
of winner-every-time cranes, 
which has improved the image 
of the machines. “We revolu- 
tionized the game,” says Fish- 
man, who founded the compa- 
ny along with chief engineer, 
David Hodge. “We changed it 
from a game of chance to a 
game where everyone's a win- 
ner.” 

In starting the business, Fish-

man and Hodge conducted 
market research, and noted the 
disappointment experienced 
by patrons who received old, 
low, or no prize payoffs. AGE’s 
first crane machine, Chal- 
lengers, a candy dispenser 
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President J.R. Fishman (r), and chief engineer David Hodge, 


at AGE’'s new expanded facilities. 


which came out in 1991, was not 
a winner-every-time game. 
Fishman decided to rework the 
electronics of his cranes to al- 
low play until a prize is won. 
The company’s commitment 
to durability has been another 
key to AGE’s success. When the 
company was founded, most 
competitors constructed their 
cabinets from particle board. 
Operators were complaining of 
cabinet deterioration, frequent 
downtime, and expensive re- 
pairs. Research showed that 
sales of cranes were being 
hampered not by lack of ap- 
peal, but by the quality of con- 
struction. AGE decided to cor- 
rect these problems_ by 
emphasizing quality at the fac- 
tory level. The company tradi- 
tionally has constructed its cab- 
inets from heavy-gauge steel, 
conducting rigorous tests of 
wear and tear on the machines 
before they leave the plant. 
“Another unique feature of 
our cranes is the special claw 
design and claw strength ad- 
justment,” says Fishman. “Be- 
cause of this, we can vend all 
different sorts of prizes.” 
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The AGE cranes also contain 
failure prevention circuitry, 
which continuously monitors 
all mechanical functions and 
shuts down machines for any 
minor adjustments. This pre- 
vents the development of more 
serious repairs and major parts 
replacement. The same robot-

cause of their size, we can put 
27 machines in each container. 
They fit perfectly, so packing’s 
no problem.” Fishman says the 
international trade is the be- 
ginning of anew wave for AGE. 
“The cranes have universal ap- 
peal.

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one’s a winner.” 


ics industry microprocessor 
circuitry is used in PCs. Fish- 
man says he believes AGE has 
bolstered the entire industry to 
a new level of performance 
through its higher standards. 
The growing international 
market has developed from 
AGE’s trade show exposure. Is- 
rael was the first foreign mar- 
ket to approach AGE, and the 
interest kept growing. “We ship 
to about 20 countries all over 
the world now,” says Hodge. 
“Being in Florida, we have ideal 
access to the shipping ports of 
Miami and Ft. Lauderdale. Be- 
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ing to get a prize or something 
in return.” 

AGE’s most recent produc- 
tion has been the Snack At- 
tacker, which has been ex- 
tremely successful, but created 
some problems in copyrighting 
the product. “After about two 
years in business, five compa- 
nies tried to copy us,” Fishman 
says. “We have about seven 
patents pending for our differ- 
ent machines. My only regret is 
that I did not move faster on se- 
curing the copyrights.” 

The new factory, which em- 
ploys 25 people, gives the com- 
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pany nearly 10,000 square feet 
of additional manufacturing 
area. Although the facility spe- 
cializes in crane production, 
AGE is involved in other pro- 
jects, like supplying compo- 
nents for progressive jackpot 
casino games. Fishman also 
hinted that AGE is developing 
another type of coin-op ma- 
chine. Since it’s still in the plan- 
ning stages, he didn’t want to 
discuss details just yet. 

To attract different market 
sectors, AGE creates different 
versions of its cranes with vari- 
ous targets. Some contain can- 
dy, others contain toys, novel- 
ties, or watches. “We have 
cranes at different play levels— 
from 50 cents to $1. Then we 
have those with different 
prizes, which might attract 


adults or teens,” Fishman says. 
The Prospector offers jewelry as

a prize, while Critter Getter, one 
of the earlier models, dis- 
pensed stuffed animals. Future 
cranes will feature more elabo- 


rate action and sound effects to 
add to their appeal. 

Fishman and Hodge agree 
that one of the biggest chal- 
lenges has been quality. “In 
working with our suppliers, we 
have to be sure that the compo- 
nents are right,” says Hodge. 
“The shell is steel, so we know 
that’s going to last for years, but 
we try to make sure that the 
electronics and other parts last 
as well.” Fishman says AGE is 
capable of tripling its current 
productivity, but refuses to cut 
back on the cost of electronics 
or substitute particle board for 
steel. “Someone has to take a 
leadership role in this industry 
and offer crane units that will 
look good and function for five 
to 10 years to offer a decent rate 
of return on machine invest- 
ment.”

Ricky ROSS 


icky Ross of Ross Investments in 
Leesville, La., has been in the 
coin machine business for 19 
years. Officially, that is. He ex- 
plains that his first involvement 
was riding the liftgate on the 
H.A. Franz truck with Wade 
Gibson delivering Seeburg 
jukeboxes to his house in the 
early ‘60s. 

Ross Investments was started 
in 1940 by Ricky’s father, Deloy 
Ross, with the purchase of five 
used Wurlitzer jukeboxes. As 

new equipment 
ma was introduced 
into the industry, 
it was added to 
the company’s 
growing route. 
After graduating 
from college, 
Ricky joined the 
company. At that 
time there were 
about 100 ma- 
chines, mostly 
pinballs and 
jukeboxes. To- 
day that number 
has doubled. 
Does Ricky want 
his two boys, 15- 
year-old Mason and 11-year-old 
Tanner, to follow in the family 
tradition? “With the business as 
crazy as it is today, I’m not sure 
whether I want them to find an- 
other career or be third gener- 
ation operators!” 

Had you always known you’d 
be joining your father or did 
you have another career in 
mind? 

I had two other careers in 
mind: being an architect or an 
airline pilot. To this day some- 
times I look back and wish I was 
flying. But my dad really need- 
ed some help. I decided that my 
career was Cut out for me in the 
coin machine business, so here 
I am. 
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I still do some drafting, which 
I’ve been able to incorporate 
into the business. I help loca- 
tions with their layouts, etc. 

What have been the most sig- 
nificant changes in the industry 
since you've been in it? 

It’s anever ending advance- 
ment in technology. That’s the 
key and it continues on and on. 
When I first started, we were 
operating tube-type Wurlitzers. 
Back then you needed a few 
coils and a pair of pliers to re- 
pair them. Now you need a kit 
full of boards and a lot more 
tools. 

You've gone from the tube- 
type Wurlitzers with 45 rpm 
records to the new super-pow- 
ered NSM with CDs. But even 
technology of five or six years 
ago is already antiquated. 

You've gone from the old 
electromechanical pins when 
the only sound was a bell to the 
new super, multilevel, multi- 
ball, talking-back-to-you ma- 
chines. We didn’t operate 
videos until the early ‘80s. Now 
you have virtual reality, which 
is afar cry from Pac-Man. If you 
don’t think machines become 
obsolete in a hurry, please 
come and visit our warehouse 
graveyard. 

Speaking of technology, what 
is your opinion on the National 
Amusement Network Inc. 
(NAND that AMOA is working 
on? 

Of course, I’m aware of it but 
I don’t know how it would fit 
into our business. I’ve read all 
the articles about it, but I 
haven't given it a tremendous 
amount of thought. I do know 
that the technology is there and 
anything will work as long as 
you can get the locations to ac- 
cept changes. 

I have a problem here in this 
small rural area with people 
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not wanting to accept change. 
They want the good-ole thing 
that used to work and are not 
very willing to accept some- 
thing new, something they 
don’t understand and they 
aren’t familiar with. Perhaps 
the metropolitan areas look at 
it a bit differently, but there’s a 
whole different set of circum- 
stances in smaller areas. That’s 
one reason we don't have the 
growth that large cities have. 

I suppose that the people you 
are talking about, in smaller ar- 
eas, aren’t exposed to the new 
concepts. 

No they aren't. These people 
consider it a wonderful day 
when they come to town to the 
grocery store. The whole parish 
has only 30,000 people. When 
you Say virtual reality to them, 
they say, “Is 


that a new 
movie?” 
Operators 


can be like 
that too, not 
wanting to ac- 
cept change. 
Some aren't 
even using computers. Do you 
think operators need to be- 
come more professional? 

They are going to have to 
change if they want to keep up 
with the times. For instance, in 
1988 I bought my first comput- 
er. My dad, who still works with 
me, said, “Why did you waste 
your money on that contrap- 
tion?” Today he might come in 
and want a report on some- 
thing and his comment will be, 
“Boy, I don’t know how we ever 
got along without that comput- 
er!” 

Same thing holds true with 
the FAX machine. He couldn’t 
figure out why we needed one 
in our office. He figured that we 
could just use the one at the 
bank. Now he sends everything 
on it. 
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The computer system we 
have now is actually our fourth 
one. Of course, when video 
poker was legalized we needed 
to upgrade. We are using a full 
route management software 
package from the Coin Con- 
neXion. With the massive 
amount of data that I have at 
my fingertips, and information 
I can extract, it’s become a tool 
for decision making like what 
machines to rotate and what 
CDs to purchase. We also de- 
pend on it for keeping up with 
vehicle maintenance and our 
parts inventory. 

A computer gives you all 
kinds of graphs and data on 
your company’s performance. 
With costs today so high on 
everything from games to vehi- 
cles, operators are going to 
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have to advance with today’s 
technology. The real small guy 
with half a dozen stops may be 
able to get along with a notepad 
and a portable counter, but 
most won't. 

You mentioned that you use 
your computer to keep track of 
your CDs. Is there a big differ- 
ence in keeping up with CDs 
and 45s? 

There is a big difference. 
Coin ConneXion just added a 
CD management program to 
track placement and rotation of 
your huge investment. Think 
about it: if you have 10 jukebox- 
es loaded with CDs, you have 
an inventory worth over 
$12,000! There’s a heck of a dif- 
ference between the cost of a 45 
and a CD—slightly over a buck 
compared to just over $10. You 
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simply can’t afford to make a 
wrong buy on CDs. With this 
new program, at any given 
time, you can see any or all CDs 
on a specific phonograph to 
track popularity and play histo- 
ry or see what titles are in your 
warehouse library. 

You mentioned vehicles and 
how your computer helps you 
keep track of maintenance. 
What kind of vehicles do you 
use? 

We have a small fleet, some 
pickups and small cars. We 
have several large vehicles 
with liftgates that we use to 
move equipment. But they stay 
parked for the biggest part of 
the time because they are non- 
efficient gas hogs. We have, for 
instance, a Toyota that we use 
for collection and service calls. 
We get over 
30 miles to 
the gallon. 
I’ve always 
taken great 
care of my 
personal ve- 
hicles; I] 
want to do 
the same for the company vehi- 
cles. The maintenance, from 
tire rotation to oil changes, 
must be done on a regular and 
timely basis. My employees put 
a lot of miles on the cars. One of 
our Toyotas has over 30,000 
miles and its not even a year 
old! 

Whoever is on call any par- 
ticular week will take care of 
maintenance items. They will 
bring us all invoices, which are 
entered into the computer. 
We ve eliminated the big box of 
invoices; you usually can't find 
the invoice you need anyway. 
The necessary information will 
pop up as to when acertain ve- 
hicle needs servicing. If we re- 
place a part, we'll have all that 
information right there. If 
something goes wrong with 
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COINMAN INTERVIEW 


something that’s just been re- 
placed, we'll know it. We can 
then take it back to the service 
center, since it’s still under war- 
ranty. 

Have you gotten into re- 
demption? 

No, but I’ve seen some of the 
things other operators are do- 
ing and it’s interesting. We pos- 
sibly could do some later, but as 
I mentioned before, this com- 
munity is not a large city. Some 
of these game players don't 
even know the meaning of the 
word redemption. 

To show you how isolated we 
are, if you wanted to go to a 
mall, you'd have to drive an 
hour and 15 minutes south, 
nearly two hours north, an hour 
to the east, or two hours west. 
In a big city, you can probably 
go 15 minutes in any direction 
and bump into something sig- 
nificant. 

Since that’s the case, it seems 
like people would be looking 
for more in their entertain- 
ment. What kind of locations do 
you have? 

Most people think I have a 
route full of video games, but I 
don’t. I don’t know what people 
around here do in their spare 
time but I venture to guess 
they're out on Toledo Bend for 
some of the best fishing in the 
state. 

I have purchased some of the 
hottest games around and in 
comparing the collections with 
some of my counterparts in oth- 
er cities, their figures are al- 
ways better than ours on the 
same piece of equipment. I 
have to attribute that to the 
population itself—lack of it— 
and possibly the fact that this is 
an area that is into forestry and 
there’s a military base. 

Did they close Ft. Polk in 
your area? 

If they would have closed it, 
we might not be having this 
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conversation right now. But it 
has changed drastically. I was 
looking at graphs on how in- 
come has dropped; it has a lot 
to do with the base. There were 
15,000 military personnel at Ft. 
Polk. When the realignment 
and closures happened, they 
restructured all the bases. Ft. 
Polk was downsized to about 
10,000. 

If we compared that to losing 
the same number of our civilian 
population it would be like los- 
ing 17 percent of our entire 
population, so its bound to 
have an impact. There's an old- 
er group of people at the base 
now that are looking for restau- 
rants and malls, not the 
lounges and bars that the 
younger GIs were looking for 
when they got a weekend pass. 
We have another class of peo- 
ple that we are catering to. 
They're driving farther to find 
what they want. 

What kind of changes did you 
have to make to accommodate 
those changes? 

There’s nothing you can do. 
You have to go with the flow 
and look for the technology to 
take you out of the slump and 
increase your revenue. When 
they take people away there’s 
nothing you can do to replenish 
it. You have to diversify and get 
off into some other business. 

You once said that operators 
should not put all of their eggs 
in one basket. Is this what you 
meant? 

Diversity is the key for every- 
one, not just operators. Our 
company is in commercial and 
residential real estate as well 
as banking to the degree that 
my father and I are both on the 
board of directors at one of the 
local banks. We were also in the 
motel business until about 13 
years ago. When someone asks 
me what I do, I say it’s easier to 
tell them what I don't do! 
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I have about 75 pieces of 
commercial property which in- 
clude taverns, bars, restau- 
rants, apartment complexes, 
etc. We just acquired a 16-acre 
plot and have several people 
talking with us about building 
there. We are constantly at- 
tempting to develop. 

Most of this property was ac- 
quired through the route. We 
probably own about 50 percent 
of our locations. We didn't set 
out to own all of this property 
but when someone announced 
that they were going out of 
business we ended up buying 
the place because we didn't 
want it to close. It’s a never- 
ending battle. I didn’t know 
how often locations changed 
hands until we got into poker. 

Although we didn’t want to 
focus on video poker, being an 
operator in Louisiana makes it 
inevitable that we’d ask some- 
thing about it. What do you 
think about what’s happened in 
South Dakota? 

It is absolutely devastating. I 
cannot believe that something 
could not have been done. I’ve 
talked with friends up there 
who have no idea what the out- 
come will be. I feel like the vot- 
ers will put it back in place in 
November, but what happens to 
the thousands of jobs lost? I al- 
ready know that there were 
bankruptcies filed immediately 
and there will be more. 

There are people trying to 
make ends meet. When you 
take away their livelihood, it’s a 
tragedy. Those who put these 
people in the unemployment 
line should have to answer to 
every one of them. It’s ridicu- 
lous. South Dakota did have the 
lowest unemployment figures 
in the country. Although I don’t 
know where the state will be 
now, it’s certainly farther down 
the list. 

Do you have fears that some- 
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thing like that could happen in 
Louisiana? 

Absolutely! Never say it can't 
happen because it can. I don't 
remember which one, but a 
Louisiana politician made the 
comment that “what the legis- 
lature giveth, it can taketh 
away. Well, some people think 
they're rolling in the gravy 
right now, but I'd warn them 
not to count on it to last forever. 
Look at what happened to Pac- 
Man. He’s still here but he’s not 
too lucrative. 

The government has the 
power to keep taxing us until it 
becomes unprofitable. What if 
someone in South Dakota was 
depending solely on video pok- 
er for their livelihood? They're 
history. They can’t even put 
food on the table. We talked 
earlier about diversity. I’ve got 
myself spread out so that if 
video poker went away, I would 
still be in business. 

My competitor probably 
couldn't carry on. He’s done 
everything, no matter how un- 
scrupulous, to get locations. For 
example, he gave some 1loca- 
tions all the amusement equip- 
ment just to be able to set the 
video poker. Sure he has a won- 
derful route right now, but what 
if they pull the plug like they 
did in South Dakota? He has 
given away all the other equip- 
ment to locations. He wouldn't 
even have ajob. And don’t say it 
can’t happen. He needs to have 
a little vision that goes past the 
next 24 hours. 

We've been in business over 
50 years. When the dust settles, 
I'll still be an operator in this 
city supporting my community. 
The outside opportunists will 
be looking for some new indus- 
try to infiltrate and screw up. 

In looking back over the 
years it took to campaign for 
video poker, and the time it has 
taken to get it set, is there any- 
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thing you wish would have been 
done differently or anything 
that you wish was different 
now? 

Every time you look back you 
see where changes could have 
been made. Hindsight is always 
20/20 and that holds true in any 
business, from ditch-digging to 
banking. There were mistakes 
made. The Legislature attempt- 
ed to close some of the loop- 
holes in its last session. I don't 
know if it fumbled or not. I 
think the court needed to stay 
out of it. The State Police were 
doing their job and trying to en- 
force the laws. 

Every time the Police did 
something that someone didn’t 
like, it ended up in court. The 
court would throw the case out 
and tell them that they couldn't 
do this or that. Finally they 
threw up their hands and let it 
go wild. Then the Legislature 
went berserk attempting to 
Close all the loopholes. I guess 
we ll know later on what the 
impact will be. I have the bill 
sitting here on my desk. I read 
it often because I tend to inter- 
pret it differently on a daily ba- 
sis. 

I sure don’t want us to follow 
South Dakota’s path, but I hope 
we ll learn something from it. 
I'd like for the State Police to 
see how things are done in 
South Dakota. I commend the 
Police on the job they’ ve done. 


These guys do a great job and 
they're doing their best to keep 
out the riff-raff. If you don’t 
want the Police breathing down 
your neck, follow the rules. It’s 
a partnership between us and 
the Police. They do everything 
in their power to make it work. 
They are truly on our side. | 
have all the confidence in them. 

One more thing I'd like to 
see different is a way to speed 
the process up. It takes us two 
weeks to do what it takes two 
hours to do in South Dakota as 
far as enrollment and things 
like that. Here’s an example: 
we send in an application and it 
gets put aside for awhile. It fi- 
nally goes to the local trooper, 
who physically goes with you to 
the location to turn on the ma- 
chine and place the necessary 
sticker. 

In South Dakota, they can 
FAX in an application and with- 
in hours the machine is up and 
running. I don’t see why that 
process wouldn't work here. I 
know why there’s so much red 
tape; we're dealing with a state 
agency. It’s called bureaucracy. 
But there's a little too much red 
tape. We could get by with 
somewhat less. 

For states looking to pass 
some type of video poker legis- 
lation, do you have some en- 
couraging words? 

Don't follow in Louisiana’s 
and South Dakota’s footsteps! 
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Seriously, I don’t know what it 
would take. I could tell them to 
be prepared. If there is even 
the slightest possibility of any 
type of legislation passing, I’d 
encourage operators to go to 
their locations and secure con- 
tracts because the rats will be 
coming out of the woodwork. 

I’ve seen that happen. Al- 
though some of those compa- 
nies have bitten the dust, none 
of us in the coin machine busi- 
ness were prepared for what 
happened. Our operator (I use 
the term loosely) base went 
from about 100 to triple that be- 
cause of poker. The State Police 
had assured us that contracts 
secured before the bill passed 
would not be valid. However, 
eventually those contracts 
were deemed legal. It was a 
crushing blow for operators 
here in the state. 


I stayed low and was not out 
procuring contracts because of 
that particular rule, while out- 
siders were Signing people left 
and right. When the rule 
changed, I handed everyone 
who works for me a handful of 
contracts and told them to hit 
the road signing up our loca- 
tions. It did cost me some loca- 
tions that I would have other- 
wise had. There’s not much you 
can do about it after the fact. 
There again, that’s hindsight. I 
should have been out signing, 
regardless of what the Police 
said. I guess that leads to an- 
other piece of advice, which is 
not to take anything for granted 
and don't believe everything 
you hear. 

Do you have contracts in all 
of your locations? 

I didn’t used to have con- 
tracts on my amusement games 
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but I do now. I have contracts 
for video poker and amuse- 
ments. One reason is because 
of a competitor who will give lo- 
cations a jukebox and pool ta- 
bles so they can set the poker 
machines. In addition, the com- 
pany gave one location over 
$20,000 in cash in addition to 
the pool table! 

Let’s end on this tough ques- 
tion. What is the hardest thing 
about being an operator? What 
is the most rewarding? 

The hardest thing is putting 
in the amount of hours to hold 
the organization together. Con- 
trary to what some people be- 
lieve, operators don’t sit in 
their collection room from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday counting their money. A 
typical day is 16 hours long and 
not necessarily confined to the 
work week. It includes Satur- 
day and Sunday. In fact, my em- 
ployees who are on call can’t 
figure out what I’m doing at the 
office on the weekends. Of 
course, I’m finishing something 
I didn’t get done Monday 
through Friday. 

The most rewarding thing is 
the luxury of traveling this en- 
tire country making a host of 
wonderful friends. Friendships 
I’ve made extend from coast to 
coast and north to south. The 
key to being able to travel is 
having my father and the em- 
ployees I have here now. They 
keep everything on track. From 
the technicians and collectors 
to the secretarial staff, I can 
honestly say that I have the best 
team that I’ve ever had. I’d like 
to mention their names in or- 
der of longevity of service: Jeff 
Fulton, Skip Dykes, Henry 
Prell, Pam Blalock, Debra Ran- 
dolph, and Dick Berry. In the 19 
years since I’ve been here this 
is the best group. It allows me 
the luxury of leaving the office, 
knowing it’s in good hands.

The blockbuster 
video game syndrome 


Just when you think you have 
this business figured out, it 
changes again, and again, and 
again. At Chilton Vending Co. 
we learned something in the 
last year that I thought I would 
pass along. 

Our buying process may 
sound familiar. Take NBA JAM 
for example. We bought a cou- 
ple and placed them in our top 
locations. We knew the first few 
collections would be outstand- 
ing; they generally are. As usu- 
al, we wait until week four or 
five to make future purchasing 
decisions. If the game appears 
strong, as NBA JAM proved to 
be, we purchase a few more, 
probably only a couple of dedi- 
cated games. 
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Four or five weeks later we 
buy three or four more, if war- 
ranted. This may do for as many 
as 10 more weeks until the kit 
comes out; then we cover the 
rest of the top locations if the 
game is really strong. This may 
require buying another half- 
dozen. Now, in a mere five 
months, we've covered the ma- 
jority of our top locations with 
the best game to come out ina 
long time. Not particularly im- 
pressive, is it? 

When you are still delivering 
the hottest game to your best lo- 
cations five months after it was 
released, most of the impact 
and earning potential is lost. 
The players know the game has 
been out awhile so they are not 
overly impressed. 

Meanwhile, you are leverag- 
ing yourself to the maximum, 
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taking a huge financial risk, and 
your customer is pleased but 
not overly impressed. I mean, 
the arcade in the mall had that 
game four months ago! Does 
any of this sound familiar? 

I have heard from many oper- 
ators that video is a dead busi- 
ness. For the vast majority of 
video games on the street today, 
I agree. But for a select few top 
titles, | think that video is as 
strong as ever. When looking at 
the earnings from NBA JAM, 
Mortal Kombat II, or Street 
Fighter, how can you Say video is 
dead? 

If you're still operating Pit 
Fighter, Captain America, Dou- 
ble Dragon, Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles, etc., as we all are 
in some locations, then video is 
dead. These were all good 
games in their time, but have 
very little earning potential to- 
day and no market value. 

Here's the catch: If you sur- 
round the B games with the 
hottest A games, the B games 
will increase in earnings. In a 
game room with 30 games, the 
top five games need to be the 
likes of NBA JAM, Mortal Kom- 
bat II, the latest Street Fighter, 
Star Trek: Next Generation pin- 
ball, and maybe the hottest Neo- 
Geo title. The other 25 games 
can be chosen from a list of 200 B 
games. The only way to get the B 
games to earn anything is to 
Surround them with the select 
few “must have” A games. 

I started thinking about this 
one day while renting a video at 
a Blockbuster store. Block- 
buster has all kinds of advance 
publicity promoting a new title 
before it’s available. I remember 
when the movie “A Few Good 
Men” came out on video. The 
first release day there were over 
100 copies of the movie on the

If a game operator had been 
running that store, he would 
have bought two or three of that 
title to see how it rented. If it did 
well, he would buy a few more, 
and so on. 

Today, when I go back to that 
same store, I only find 10 of that 
title. The company has found a 
way to cover all of its locations 
with the new product as soon as 
it is released, and rapidly de- 
plete the inventory while there 
is still a reasonable amount of 
popularity (market value) left in 
the product. They have it first 
but not necessarily last. 

This is all fine with a $50 video 
tape. It’s a little different when 
you re talking about $4,000 (and 
more) video games. I| say differ- 
ent only in dollar value; in prin- 
ciple it’s the same challenge. 

We experimented with Mortal 
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Kombat IIT earlier this year. We 
took delivery on a large quanti- 
ty of these games at the earliest 
possible opportunity and placed 
them in our top locations. All of 
these locations were the first in 
their area to have this game. 
Not only did the Mortal Kombat 
IIs earn great income, but the 
other games in the arcades in- 
creased 15-20 percent as well. 
The dilemma: Our industry is 
more hit oriented now than at 
any other time I have experi- 
enced. You must have the hits in 
the top locations and you must 
have them first. The catch is that 
if you try to do this within the 
traditional financial rules that 
our industry has operated un- 
der for years (50/50 splits, net 
30-day billing cycles for new 
equipment, set anew game and 
remove the absolute lowest 
earner, etc.) you can and proba- 
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bly will break yourself in a short 
period of time. 

Purchasing mistakes are po- 
tentially devastating. It’s time to 
get creative. The games are go- 
ing to continue to spiral upward 
in cost, but they will be much 
better games technologically 
and have good earning poten- 
tial. 

The popularity trend of any 
game today parallels that of a 
new song on a jukebox. When 
the song is released, the popu- 
larity is at its peak. The curve 
begins, quickly peaks, and then 
rapidly declines. 

Whether or not you choose to 
put this song on any given juke- 
box does not affect the populari- 
ty curve. If you put it on the 
jukebox six months after the re- 
lease date, it may be new to the 
jukebox but the customer sees it 
as an old product.

Theme: Themes come and 
go, due to what is popular at 
any given time, but driving 
games are eternal. These 
games were present in the late 
‘70s during the birth of the true 
arcade and are still probably 
the most consistent theme in 
new games today. The out- 
standing aspects of this dedi- 
cated simulator from Sega are 
not in the theme but in the 
graphics and game play.

One might think that the 
scenery would be the same bor- 
ing racetrack and spectator 
stands, but in Daytona USA the 
player is pleasantly surprised 
to see that sections of the city 
and the highway have been 
converted to race courses. 

Graphics: A few months ago, 
the big achievement in video 
game visuals was the use of 
polygons to create depth, per- 
spective, and distance. Sega 
achieved this with the popular 
Virtua Racing. Right before 
that, bit graphics were used to 
enhance scenery details, again 
achieved in OutRunners. 

Now, both characteristics are 
combined in a process called 
texture-mapping, first seen in 
Namco’s Ridge Racer. I have no 
idea how it is achieved, but the 
result is scenery such as rocks, 
trees, and roads that look more 
real on the screen than in life. 

There are three types of 
courses to choose from, de- 
pending on the difficulty level, 
so there is plenty to see as far as 
scenery goes. An interesting 
sight is the Sonic the Hedgehog 
monument embedded in the 
side of a mountain. 

A feature as yet available 
only in Sega racing games is 
the four-button view mode, 
which allows the player to see 
the road from inside the car, 
above the hood, above the roof, 
or from behind and away from 
the vehicle. Any view can be 
chosen at any time and in any 
sequence, which is an amazing 
feat achieved by the game pro- 
grammers. 

A few effects are worth men- 
tioning: skid marks on the road

game comes a hefty price. It 
cost me one dollar to play, 
which made the attract mode 
more interesting to watch! Af- 
ter waiting for a challenger to 
join in, the player chooses ei- 
ther an easy eight-lap track, a 
medium _ four-lap canyon 
course, or an expert two-lap 
coastal location. Next, players 
choose either a manual or auto- 
matic transmission. 

Once on the course, the play- 
er will notice a traffic map on 
the screen that shows the posi- 
tions of the other cars. A course 
map beneath it displays the re- 
mainder of the track before a 
checkpoint, and a timer relent- 
lessly counts down the few sec- 
onds given to complete the 
course. 

Other features include a po- 
sition number in relation to the 
other 10-30 cars participating, 
and a speedometer that reach- 
es around 200 mph. As long as 
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SOME THINGS DO GET BETTER WITH AGE ... 
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the player completes the num- 
ber of laps needed in the allot- 
ted time, he can continue the 
game despite his car’s position. 
Playing against a challenger is 
much more fun, though, be- 
cause there is only one car to 
beat.

The realism of scenery con- 
tributes to the racing experi- 
ence and provides the illusion 
of speed. Closing off the sides of 
the cabinet would be the only 
other thing to make the sensa- 
tion of moving more real. 


DarkStalkers: The Night 
Warriors 
Theme: Imagine Super Street 
Fighter IJ using creatures in- 
stead of humans. That is exact- 


ly the case in Capcom's new kit. 
Players can choose from 10 off- 
beat characters, including 
creatures such as a mummy, 
vampire, werewolf, merman, 
and catwoman, and do battle in 
the standard fighting game- 
style all around the globe: Ro- 
mania, Japan, Egypt, and Scot- 
land. 

Graphics: This is the closest 
attempt at animation with bit 
graphics that I’ve seen yet. The 
characters have such a smooth 
flow of movement and perfectly 
blended colors that the viewer 
is convinced the graphics are 
straight out of a Japanimation 
movie. Many of the characters 
have shifting parts, such as the 
vampire's cape and the mum- 
mys wraps, that seem to flow as 
if animated, rather than pro- 
grammed. 

Backgrounds also have much 
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detail and are colored to suit 
the mood. For instance, the 
vampires battle takes place in 
his castle bedchamber lit by 
candle and decorated in a Eu- 
ropean fashion. Even though 
the game's setting is on Earth, 
the backgrounds have a magi- 
cal look to them, as if changed 
after nightfall. 

Controls: This kit can convert 
a Street Fighter II game be- 
cause it uses the same panel of 
a joystick and six buttons. Mov- 
ing away from the opponent 
when attacked triggers a de- 
fense mode. The jab, strong, 
and fierce buttons for punching 
and kicking can be combined 
for distance attacks. 

Game Play: A unique feature 
is the ability to choose the 
speed of play between one and 
three right after a character is 
chosen.

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choice, the player travels the 
globe to fight opponents in 
their respective lands. 

The normal two-out-of-three 
rounds must be won to 
progress to the next challenger. 
There are further similarities 
between Super Street Fighter II 
and this game in the multihit 
combos awarded, and the spe- 
cial move meter that increases 
as the character takes the of- 
fensive. Once lit up, the player 
can execute the final move to 
destroy the opponent's remain- 
ing strength. 

The real appeal of this game 
is the fantasy setting as op- 
posed to the gritty human fight- 
ers. Furthermore, the advance- 
ment of bit graphics rather 
than digitization is welcome, 
especially to enhance the ani- 
mated look instead of the real- 
ism.

Theme: It’s been awhile since 
Atari released a game of its 
own design rather than a li- 
censed kit.

Each battle lasts 30 seconds, 
allowing four tanks to compete 
at once, with victory going to 
the warrior with the most kills.

Graphics: Atari combines

Two seats with opposing 
monitors are situated next to 
each other, but are not com- 
pletely visible to each player 
because of a wall between 
them. On each side of a player’s 
seat is a joystick with a trigger 
and thumb button. Pushing 
both sticks forward causes the 
tank to move forward, while 
drawing back causes it to rotate 
as areal tank would. 

The triggers fire regular 
blasts or long-range cannons, 
and the right thumb button 
fires a special weapon such as 
an acid bomb or missile. The

Game Play: The player can 
challenge the computer or opt 
for the more enjoyable two- 
player mode. First the arena of 
battle is chosen from six vary- 
ing landscapes, followed by a 
tank preference from six avail- 
able styles.

The game has the advantage 
of drawing interest due to the 
cabinet design. The graphics 
are a little confusing at first be- 
cause of all the movement on 
the screen. Still, the game has 
an addictive quality not present 
in many other simulators.

he third-annual “Survey of 
Small and Mid-Sized Business- 
es, conducted by Arthur An- 
dersen’s Enterprise Group and 
National Small Business United 
(NSBU) shows interesting 
trends in the areas of: 


e Financing 

eKconomic performance and 
outlook 

eHealth care 

eThe North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA)

Alternative financing seems 
to be the name of the game. 
When they can't find conven- 
tional financing (a loan), more 
small and mid-sized businesses 
are opting for alternative ways 
to get the capital they need. 
The use of credit cards is grow- 
ing, especially among start- 
ups, smaller businesses, and 
those in the western United 
States, indicating these busi- 
nesses may have problems ob- 
taining more conventional fi- 
nancing. 

The survey shows 45% of 
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small and mid-sized business 
owners tried to obtain bank fi- 
nancing during the past twelve 
months. One-quarter were un- 
successful. Of those who tried 
but failed to obtain a loan, 41% 
turned to credit cards. But 
credit-card financing is not just 
being used by start-ups; 26% of 
all businesses reported using 
this form of financing in 1994, 
up from 16% last year. 

The smaller the company, 
the more likely the owner used 
credit cards. Forty-seven per- 
cent of start-ups and 29% of 
companies with fewer than 20 
employees are using credit 
cards as a financing tool. Small 
businesses in the western Unit- 
ed States are more likely to use 
credit cards, and larger compa- 
nies, no matter where they're 
located, are less likely to use 
them. 

“The scary trend toward pro- 
lific use of credit-card financing 
to fund many small and mid- 
sized businesses points to two 
realities—many entrepreneurs 
are willing to pay much higher 
interest rates to obtain expan- 
sion capital, and traditional 
loan sources are much too diffi- 
cult to access,” says Ron Cohen, 
founder and managing partner 
of Cohen & Company, a Cleve- 
land, Ohio-based firm that ad- 
vises small businesses, and 
president of NSBU. 

Leasing as a form of financ- 
ing went from 8% in 1993 to 13% 
in 1994. Thirty-six percent of 
the companies reported rein- 
vesting earnings into their busi- 
ness as a means of generating 
capital, up from 30% last year. 
A small but growing and statis- 
tically significant number of re- 
spondents are using alterna- 
tive investment techniques to 
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generate the capital they need. 
The use of private stock place- 
ments went from 0.4% in 1993 to 
1.5% in 1994, while public stock 
issues went from 0.1% to 1.3% 
during the same time. 

On the positive side, the sur- 
vey shows a Significant de- 
crease in banks asking busi- 
ness owners to meet stringent 
operating ratios—16% this year 
compared to 41% last year. 
When asked what banking 
problems they encountered, 
29% cited tighter regulation 
and oversight by their banks 
(down from 41% in 1993); 3% re- 
ported bank closures as a prob- 
lem compared to 8% last year. 
Still, 36% reported their capital 
needs were unfulfilled, particu- 
larly smaller companies, start- 
ups, businesses in the North- 
east and West, and companies 
with no growth in revenues or 
profits. 


Economic performance 
and the outlook 

Happily, small and mid-sized 
businesses report revenues 
and profits up and expect high- 
er net earnings during the next 
12 months, but employment is 
not keeping pace with revenue 
and profit growth. Faced with 
numerous regulatory’ chal- 
lenges and burdens, small and 
mid-sized business owners are 
focusing on long-term strate- 
gies, such as improving opera- 
tions, product and service qual- 
ity, and productivity, instead of 
investing in labor. 

For example, 46% improved 
the quality of their product or 
service during the past twelve 
months, 45% improved produc- 
tivity, and 38% developed new 
products or services. 

Profit leaders—those whose 
profits increased by 10% or 
more—concentrated on opera- 
tional issues: 70% improved 
product and service quality,

65% improved productivity, 
and 51% developed new prod- 
ucts and services in the past 
year. 

Information technology 
helped small and mid-sized 
business owners improve their 
companies. Technology al- 
lowed 46% to improve cus- 
tomer service, 38% to increase 
productivity, and 33% to im- 
prove responsiveness. 

The study finds businesses’ 
expectations for increased rev- 
enues and profits are higher 
this year than in the past two: 
71% expect a revenue increase 
(up from 66% in 1993 and 56% in 
1992), while 61% anticipate 
profit growth (up from 59% in 
1993 and 49% in 1992). The aver- 
age rise in revenue is expected 
to be 6% and profits are fore- 
casted to grow an average of 
4%. 

In contrast, only 29% of small 
and mid-sized business owners 
expect to hire new employees; 
63% expect their workforce to 
remain the same. Of those 
planning to increase the num- 
ber of workers, the average in- 
crease is only 2%. During the 
three years that The Enterprise 
Group and NSBU have con- 
ducted surveys, projected rev- 
enue and profit increases have 
outpaced hiring by 5 to 1. Pro- 
jected revenue and profit in- 
creases have averaged about 
5% and 4% respectively, but 
plans to hire more workers 
have been stuck at about a 1% 
increase. 

“Hiring new employees is a 
major financial move for small 
and mid-sized business owners 
and, as a result, they are pro- 
ceeding cautiously,” says Nancy 
Pechloff, who has specialized in 
serving the needs of owner- 
managed companies for more 
than 20 years and is managing 
director of The Enterprise 
Group. “Labor costs are top-of- 
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mind for many of these execu- 
tives—they don’t want to hire 
too quickly because they can't 
afford salaries and benefits and 
they want to be sure the compa- 
ny will stay on a strong and 
profitable track.” 

Asked to identify the most 
significant challenges to their 
future growth and survival, the 
747 respondents, whose survey 
answers are weighted by U.S. 
Census Bureau business estab- 
lishment data, replied as fol- 
lows: 


e 42% cite health care insur- 
ance benefits 

e42% point to the regulatory 
burden 

©35% believe federal taxes 
are a major issue 

©35% list labor costs— 
salaries and benefits—as 
their most significant 
challenge 


Interestingly, in 1994 fewer 
small and mid-sized business 
owners see the economy as the 
major challenge to their growth 
and survival—35% this year 
compared to 52% in 1993. 


Health care reform 

Although 73% of the nation’s 
small and mid-sized business 
owners believe the U.S. health 
care system needs reform, a 
substantial number oppose 
three key elements of the Clin- 
ton Administration’s plan: 78% 
oppose a tax on employer-pro- 
vided health insurance, 73% 
oppose mandates to cover their 
employees and dependents, 
and 71% oppose mandatory 
purchasing alliances. 

“Most small and mid-sized 
business owners are happy that 
the nation is finally focusing on 
the cost and coverage gaps in- 
herent in the present system,” 
says Cohen. “However, they are 
skeptical about a new govern- 
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ment bureaucracy attempting 
to provide the solution. They 
fear the cure may be worse 
than the disease.” 

As an indication of the 
volatility and turmoil within the 
current health care system, the 
study found that a startling 40% 
of small and mid-sized business 
owners who offer health care 
insurance changed insurance 
companies last year to better 
manage costs. This is nearly 
double the number (22%) who 
switched the year before. Other 
cost management measures in- 
clude increasing deductibles 
(36%) and switching to HMO 
and PPO plans (26%). 

Despite cost-management 
measures, health care insur- 
ance tops the list of challenges 
to the growth and survival of 
small and mid-sized business- 
es. Health care is especially a 
concern for smaller companies: 
42% of those with fewer than 
100 employees consider health 
care benefit costs a significant 
challenge, compared to 37% of 
businesses with 100 to 499 em- 
ployees. 

While health care costs con- 
tinue to rise, the average in- 
crease this year (14%) is less 
than the 22% reported in 1993 
and 21% in 1992. In the three 
years that The Enterprise 
Group and NSBU have con- 
ducted these studies, the total 
compounded increase in 
health care costs has been 68%. 


North American Free 
Trade Agreement 

One out of eight small and 
mid-sized businesses are plan- 
ning to expand into Mexico and 
Canada as a result of NAFTA. 
Only 9% feel domestic sales 
and revenues will be adversely 
affected by non-U.S. companies 

because of the agreement. 
While 69% of small and mid- 
sized business owners say NAF- 
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Survey highlights 


Hiring college graduates: 26% plan to hire fewer college 
graduates, 9% plan to hire more. 


Start-ups and bank loans: 62% of the start-ups (in business 
less than 3 years) couldn't get a bank loan last year. 
Among established companies, only 26% were unsuUC- 
cessful; 67% of those who did not obtain bank loans 
would have used some of the funds for hiring. 


1993 tax bill: Two-thirds say the tax bill increased their per- 
sonal taxes and one-third say it increased their corporate 
taxes. For companies with 100 to 499 employees, 85% say 
their personal taxes increased and 55% say their corpo- 
rate taxes increased. 


Investment in technology: Results varied by size. 70% of 
the larger companies (100 to 499 employees) say tecnnol- 
ogy is important to meeting their goals and objectives, 
compared to 36% of smaller companies (less than 20 em- 
ployees). 55% of the larger companies say technology im- 
proved their responsiveness, 31% of the smaller compa- 
nies agree. 


Health care coverage: 78% of the small and mid-sized busi- 
nesses in the Northeast provide this benefit, compared 
to 67% in the North Central, 66% in the West, and 49% in 
the South. 


Health care reform: 82% of the small and mid-sized busi- 
nesses in the western United States favor reform, 75% in 
the Northeast and South, and only 63% in the North Cen- 
tral. 


Flex time: 41% of the businesses out West offer flex time, 
37% in the North Central, 31% in the South, and 28% in the 
Northeast. 


Quality standards: Overall, 12% Of small and mid-sized busi- 
nesses are in some stage of planning or completing ISO 
9000 certification. Among businesses with 100 to 499 em- 
ployees, 48% are involved in ISO 9000. 


Regulatory burdens: 63% of businesses with 100 to 499 em- 
ployees named regulatory burdens as one of the most sig 

- nificant challenges to their growth and survival, com- 
pared to 39% of businesses with less than 20 employees. 
Payroll tax deposits are the most burdensome (34%), fol- 
lowed by OSHA requirements (32%), environmental regu- 
lations (31%), and wage reporting requirements (27%). 
For businesses with less than 20 employees, the most 
burdensome requirements are payroll tax deposits (38%) 
and OSHA regulations (27%). For businesses with 20 to 499 
employees, the top regulatory burdens are OSHA and 
environmental regulations (59% each) and the Amer- 
icans with Disabilities Act (22%). 
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TA will have no impact on their 
businesses, some view it in a 
more positive light. Companies 
that see NAFTA positively tend 
to be those already on an up- 
ward growth track. They are 
mostly larger, leaders in busi- 
ness growth, and already in- 
volved in foreign trade. Forty- 
four percent of the companies 
surveyed with 100 to 499 em- 
ployees say NAFTA will have a 
positive impact on their busi- 
ness. Sixteen percent of the 
profit leaders (those with profit 
increases of 10% or more) plan 
to expand into Mexico and 
Canada. 

“There is much confusion on 
the subject of NAFTA, but my 
advice to small and mid-sized 
business owners is that if you 
haven't considered it, take a 
look at how it can impact your 
business,” says Pechloff. “The 


companies best positioned for 
expansion into Mexico and 
Canada have invested the time 
to see all of the possibilities and 
to understand the process.” 

“Most economists have 
agreed that small and mid- 
sized businesses must increase 
their participation in interna- 
tional markets in order for the 
U.S. to regain a dominant posi- 
tion in world trade,” says Co- 
hen. “NAFTA provides stimulus 
to this effort, as will GATT, 
when and if that treaty is enact- 
ed.” 

The Arthur Andersen North 
American Business Source- 
book, published earlier this 
year, is designed to help execu- 
tives take advantage of the eco- 
nomic integration provided by 
NAFTA. The 600-page desk ref- 
erence is a collaboration of 
Arthur Andersen professionals 
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from Mexico, the United States 
and Canada, and provides de- 
tailed information on thou- 
sands of government and trade 
contacts, as well as analytic and 
descriptive material about do- 
ing business in each country. 
The book is available through 
the publisher, Triumph Books,

Many companies expanding 
into international markets, and 
even those that sell only do- 
mestically, are finding their 
customers require ISO 9000 
certification. Acceptance of 
these Quality Management and 
Quality Assurance standards is 
growing rapidly worldwide. 
ISO 9000, which has been 
adopted as a national standard 
by 59 countries, is stressed in 
Europe and required for some 
products shipped into the Euro- 
pean community. 

Thus far, only 12% of small 
and mid-sized businesses are 
planning to go through or have 
completed the ISO 9000 certifi- 
cation process. But 42% of com- 
panies that export are in some 
phase of the ISO 9000 certifica- 
tion or have completed it.

Ticket dispensers, hot 
games, and repair tips 


n the coin-op industry, there is 
always something new to learn 
or a new product to discuss. 
The first installment of the Al- 
pha-Omega Tech News _ ap- 
peared in the August issue. 
Since then, the staff has come 
up with another batch of useful 
information covering subjects 
from setting up ticket dis- 
pensers to hot games. We hope 
it provides answers to some 
common questions.

Primer on ticket dispensers: 
With Alpha-Omega Amuse- 
ments rapidly expanding into 
the redemption segment of the 
industry, it is important that we 
all have a good understanding 
of how a ticket dispenser 
works. Remember, it’s the 
heart of any redemption game, 
whether the game was made by 
Lazer-Tron, Smart or Data East. 
The majority of all the prob- 
lems you will encounter on re- 
demption games are ticket-re- 
lated. 

I will limit my discussion to 
the two types of dispensers 
made by Deltronic Labs, the 
DL-1275 and the DL-4-P-S (or its 
variation DL-4-S-S), since these 
two are the industry standards. 
Actually, the whole mechanical 
assembly for both types is ex- 
actly the same. Only the ticket 
board differs. 

The DL-1275 is the more 
common of the two. It is distin- 
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guished by the four wires com- 
ing out of the board terminat- 
ing in a white molex 4-pin con- 
nector, which connects to the 
game. The wires are colored as 
follows: red, 12 volts; black, 
ground; white, motor enable; 
and blue, ticket notch signal 
feedback to the game comput- 
er. 

Here’s how it works: At the 
end of the game, the computer 
decides how many tickets it 
should award. Let’s say it wants 
to give out six. The computer 
sends an enable signal to the 
dispenser, that turns on the dis- 
penser motor. It accomplishes 
this by putting the white wire to 
a logic “high” state, which is 
usually +5 volts. As long as the 
game maintains this ‘high’ 
state, the motor will continue 
running and dispensing tickets. 

Let’s stop at this point. 
Armed with this knowledge, 
let’s do an experiment to prove 
the point. With the dispenser 
just sitting doing nothing, you 
measure the voltage to the 
white wire with respect to 
ground. You get zero volts. Now 
get ajumper wire and jump the 
white wire to the red wire. This 
brings the voltage up to 12, just 
as the game would do if it were 
giving out tickets. If the motor 
runs when you do this, you 
know the drive circuit is not 
working. 

Now, the game’s computer 
has to know when all six tickets 
have been dispensed. It will 
then tell the dispenser to apply 
the brake to the motor, so it 
stops giving out tickets. The 
dispenser accomplishes this by 
reading the notches on the tick- 
ets optically, and translating 
this to electrical pulses that 
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feed back to the game comput- 
er via the blue wire. A transis- 
tor on the dispenser turns on 
briefly every time the notch 
passes through the optic. When 
this transistor turns on, it 
Switches the blue wire to 
ground momentarily. 

If you measure the voltage on 
the blue wire with respect to 
ground, you should see the fol- 
lowing conditions: With the 
optic blocked (the notch not 
lined up with the optic), you 
should read either +5V or +12V 
depending on the game. The 
game determines this value, 
not the dispenser. With the op- 
tic not blocked, voltage should 
be zero. 

Knowing how the game 
reads the number of tickets dis- 
pensed, you know that if you 
have an open line on the blue 
wire, the game will not have 
any means of knowing when to 
stop the motor from dispensing 
tickets. On some games, it will 
just keep running until turned 
off. Some smarter games will 
wait a few seconds; if it doesn't 
see the notch feedback, it stops 
the dispenser automatically. 
This gives you the symptom 
that it gives out a certain num- 
ber of tickets no matter what 
score you get, either too many 
or too few. 

The DL 4-P-S ticket board is 
distinguishable by the six con- 
nector pins sticking out of the 
board rather than wires, like 
the DL-1275. This model dis- 
penses one ticket for every 
pulse it receives from the game 
computer. These pulses are fed 
to the dispenser through pin 3 
of the ticket board, called the 
enable line. This line is normal|- 
ly “high” or at 5 volts logic level. 
If you touch this line to ground 
momentarily, it should give out 
a ticket each time. 

This model is used on a game 
that determines the number of 
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tickets it wants to award by 
sending out the corresponding 
number of pulses. If it awards 
six tickets, it sends out six puls- 
es. You may imagine the enable 
line connected to a switch 
whose other end is hooked up 
to ground. The game has to hit 
this switch six times to award 
six tickets. 

Usually, the type of games 
that use this model don't need 
to know whether all six tickets 
actually came out. As long as it 
has sent the pulses out, its job is 
done. In spite of this, the ticket 
board is still provided with the 
same optic means of reading 
the ticket notches. It is usually 
used to operate a ticket meter. 
It also serves as an optional 
means of notch feedback to the 
game computer if it is required. 

Due to the nature of its oper- 
ations, you will notice that the 
DL-4-P-S dispenses one ticket 
at a time, pausing each step 
rather than a continuous dis- 
pense like the DL-1275. So, if 
you see a DL-4-P-S dispensing 
tickets without pausing after 
each ticket, you know the mod- 
el is faulty. 

It is easy to test this board. 


First, you should make sure you 
have 12 volts going into pin 5. 
Ground is at pin 6. After verify- 
ing this, all you need to do is 
jump the enable line at pin 3 to 
ground. Every time you jump it, 
it should give out a ticket. 

Other ticket dispensing mod- 
els: There are two other dis- 
pensers out there aside from 
these two from Deltronic. One 
of these, made by Coin Con- 
trols, was designed to be uni- 
versal in the sense that, by mov- 
ing jumpers on the dispenser, 
you can make it function in ei- 
ther the DL-1275 or DL-4-P-S 
mode. The other type, made by 
Clever Devices, functions like a 
DL-1275, and is pin for pin com- 
patible with it. This model is the 
type found in Simpson’s Cup 
Cakes. 

How to hook up a coin meter: 
Here are the guidelines for in- 
stalling coin meters on any 
game. Diagram 1 shows the set- 
up if you are using a 4.5 volt me- 
ter. Diagram 2 shows how to in- 
stall meters using a 12-volt 
meter. I prefer using the 4.5- 
volt meters which, as you can 
see, are simpler than the 12 volt 
ones. I don't advise using 6-volt

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meters because, from experi- 
ence, they give unreliable per- 
formance if you hook them up 
to 5 volts. For the diodes, you 
may use 1N4001, 1N4004, or 
1N4007, all of which are avail- 
able at Radio Shack or any 
electronic parts store. 


Redemption Review 
Dan Poertner 

Wheel M In: This redemption 
game has the coin or token roll 
out onto a rolling belt with 
stripes of wheeling tickets. If 
the coin falls in between the 
lines of the colored stripe, it 
completes the circuit between 
two blade switches, which 
prompts the game to say “big 
winner’ and award the amount 
for that given row. There are 
also two options Alpha-Omega 
Amusements regularly uses: 
“little winner” (in between 
stripes) and a “mercy ticket” for 
losers. Successful operation of 
this game relies on several key 
factors: a) smooth and consis- 
tent coin mech, b) straight 
alignment of the rolling belt, 
and c) proper alignment and 
tension of the rear blade 
Switches. 

The coin mech is accessed by 
unclipping the top panel from 
the front. Keep the mech clean; 
it handles a high volume of

coins. Also watch that the wires 
to the micro switch stay out of 
the way. If the rolling belt be- 
gins bunching or pulling to one 
side, the tension needs to be 
adjusted (see manual) so that 
the hit is straight and flat. 
There are three different rear 
blade switch adjustments: 


1. Global Adjustment (side to 
side): done by loosening the en- 
tire blade switch bracket’s two 
screws from under the glass 
near the payout numbers. It 
can be moved left or right to 
line it up exactly with the edges 
of the stripes. This moves all 
blades at once. 


2. Individual Blade Switch 
Adjustment: done by loosening 
the blade switch bracket as in 
the Global Adjustment and 
then removing the blade switch 
bracket accessing through the 
back door. Watch for the wires 
attached on the side. Turning 
the bracket over, each blade 
can be moved slightly side to 
side by loosening the blade’s 
two screws. To check the align- 
ment of the blade switches with 
the stripes on the wheel, hold 
the bracket upside down and 
gently lay the end of switches 
against stripes (not moving). 
This helps with exact adjust- 
ment without reinstalling until 
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done. Re-insert the blade 
switch bracket and perform the 
Global Adjustment. 


3. Blade Switch Tension Ad- 
justment: relates to how hard 
the blade is “pushing down” on 
the wheel. It should have just 
enough tension to be touching 
the surface of the wheel. New 
from the factory, the tension is 
usually too hard, causing the 
coins to be centered onto the 
stripes and increasing the win- 
ning averages. Too little ten- 
sion, or the blade lifting off the 
surface, causes the coin to 
“double hit” as it goes over the 
round edge, resulting in double 
payout. Blades need to stay 
straight. Use a small screwdriv- 
er or blade switch tool to adjust. 
Please, no fingers! Keep blade 
switches clean with a Q-tip 
dipped in rubbing alcohol. Asa 
last resort, the shop should 
have new blades if one gets 
bent out of shape (usually by us- 
ing fingers to adjust). 

Game set-up and program- 
ming: Programming is done 
with dipswitches. We use the 
lowest maximum ticket setting 
of 75. The “little winner” is usu- 
ally set at two and the “mercy 
ticket” turned on to give one 
ticket for losers. Payout per- 
centages can also be changed 
by adjusting the individual 
blade switches slightly wider to 
lower the number of winners, 
or closer together to increase 
the number of winners. If a dif- 
ferent sized coin is used than 
the game is set up for, the mech 
needs adjusting and the width 
of all blade switches need ad- 
justing also. There is a different 
wheel available for .90 tokens. 
Happy Wheeling!! 

Ribbit Racing is a hot game 
out this summer which races 
frogs with one or two players 
using mallets hitting lit frogs. 
Single players race against the 
computer; two-player races are 
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competitive. There is a bonus 
time to beat, but this is usually 
set very fast (five seconds), so it 
does not affect the payout per- 
centages. Mechanically, the 
frog targets have been break- 
ing, and the shop will be getting 
in replacements. So, call and 
reserve yours and return the 
pieces for credit. 

Otherwise, Ribbit Racing has 
been a steady performer since 
the “A8” E-proms have been in- 
stalled. Game programming is 
set up in the software. Dip- 
switches initiate test patterns 
when in the test mode. To pro- 
gram, open the left door and hit 
the red test button up top. 
Then, press the middle green 
button. Option numbers and 
their values will appear on the 
readout. The start button ad- 
vances to the next option with 
the turbo booster buttons in- 
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Games 
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creasing and decreasing the 
values of the shown option. 
There are five types of win- 
ners: one-player winners, two- 
player winners, one-player

losers, two-player losers, and 
bonus-time winners. For regu- 
lar redemption with one coin 
per credit and one-cent ticket 
values, choose values close to 
these: two-player winner, 10 
tickets; two-player loser, 4; one- 
player winner, 5; one-player 
loser, 3; bonus-time five sec- 
onds and bonus winner same as 
two-player winner, 10. Set 
game time at “2” to make for 





faster games and higher gross- 
es during peak game room 
times. For Fixed Ticket in New 
Jersey, set all winners, losers, 
and bonus wins to five tickets. 
“Frogs, on your mark, get set, 
go!” 

Maintenance note on Ribbit 
Racing button replacement: To 
do this, you will need a power- 
driver with Phillips bit, nut dri- 
ver, allen wrench set, and about 
two hours of uninterrupted 
time. Take off the top plexi 
(bolts and start button), unclip 
two Clasps to raise the top pan- 
el, and then replace the buttons 
by rows. The light bar, lock nuts, 
and wire clamps must be re- 
moved for each racer replaced. 
If you have a whole set of new 
buttons, replace all buttons and 
save good old ones for spare re- 
placements.

he American Poolplayers Asso- 
ciation hosted the Bud Light 
National Team Championship 
Aug. 2-6 at the Riviera Hotel 
and Casino in Las Vegas, Nev.

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Second tax opinion 
legally beats IRS 


m sure youll like this story: a 
true story about a real-life fam- 
ily business owner (let’s call 
him Joe and his business Suc- 
cess Co.) who called me for a 
second opinion. What’s the bot- 
tom line? We turned the tables 
on the IRS. You see, under Joe’s 
original transfer/estate plan, 
the IRS would have skinned 
him alive. After the second tax 
opinion, it is the IRS that will be 
skinned alive—but legally.

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Here's the story: after 39 
years of building a family busi- 
ness, Joe, who is 65, is tired. 
He's ready to retire and trans- 
fer Success Co. to his son, Joe 
Jr., who has been running the 
business on a day-to-day basis 
for 15 years. Joe and his wife 
Mary own 100 percent of Suc- 
cess Co., a C corporation (tax- 
paying corporation), which 
makes about $175,000 each 
year after paying Joe asalary of 
$125,000 per year, plus $25,000 
in various fringe benefits. The 
business is expected to grow at 
a five- to eight-percent rate in 
the near future, increasing 
profits by $20,000 to $30,000 per 
year. 

Joe plans to quit working en- 
tirely and move to a warmer cli- 
mate. He figures that he needs 
about $150,000 per year from 
the business for six more years. 
His other income, together with 
the sales proceeds after the 
business is sold to Joe Jr., would 
then be adequate for his retire- 
ment needs. Counting the face 
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amount of his $800,000 in life in- 
surance, Joe is worth more 
than $4 million, which would 
give the IRS about $1.7 million 
under Joe’s present trans- 
fer/estate plan. Success is cur- 
rently worth about $1.6 million. 

This is what Joe’s advisor 
told him to do: take a $75,000 
salary and a $75,000 dividend 
from Success Co. for six years. 
Then, starting in year seven, 
sell the business (at its value at 
that time) to Junior, with pay- 
ments to be made over a period 
of years. Terrible advice. 


Do you know why this is a tax 
disaster? Here’s some help. 
First, let's consider the 

salary. Since Joe will not be 
working, the entire amount of 
salary would be considered 
“unreasonable compensation” 
by the IRS. Result: the salary 
would not be deductible by Suc- 
cess Co. In addition, the salary 
would be subject to payroll tax- 
es—a wasted cost of $10,000 per 
year. Worse yet, Joe would lose 
his Social Security benefits. 

Second, the $75,000 dividend 
falls into the tax trap of double 
taxation. The corporation pays 
the first tax on its profits, and 
Joe pays a second tax on the 
dividend. 

What should Joe do? Simple. 
Elect S corporation status. Take 
zero Salary. The unreasonable 
compensation and payroll tax 
problems disappear. Also, Joe 
can draw his full Social Securi- 
ty benefits. The dividend trap is 
avoided. As an S corporation, 
Joe can draw all current profits 
(estimated at about $275,00 per 
year and rising) subject to only 
one tax. 

Finally, let’s consider the sale 
of Success Co. to Junior—also a 
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lousy tax idea. Why? Well, con- 
sider this: Junior must pay tax 
on the money he earns, but he 
can’t deduct the $1.5 million (or 
more) he must ultimately pay 
Joe; Joe must pay tax on the 
profit from the stock sale; and 
the stock sale proceeds will be 
included in Joe's estate. Again, 
the key question: What should 
Joe do? He should start giving 
Success Co. to Junior at the 
rate of $20,000 per year. The 
family saves taxes three ways— 
Junior and Joe save income 
taxes, and Joe will save estate 
tax. 

As a matter of fact, our sec- 
ond-opinion tax plan was de- 
signed to eliminate the entire 
$1.7 million anticipated tax lia- 
bility. But one warning: all of 
the details of Joe’s tax plan— 
life plan, transfer plan, and es- 
tate plan—are not discussed 
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here. For example, we used two 
GRATs (grantor retained annu- 
ity trusts)—one created by Joe, 
one by Mary—for a large por- 
tion of the Success Co. stock; an 
irrevocable life insurance trust 
for the $800,000 in life insur- 
ance; and credit-shelter trusts 
for Joe and Mary. All of these 
items work together to kill the

estate tax. You must find a tax 
expert to tailor your personal 
tax plans.

Hands down, my favorite tax 
word is “tax-free.” It has special 
meaning when selling real es- 
tate, either commercial or resi- 
dential. Let’s take a look ata 
typical example. Joe Owner 
owns investment real estate (it 
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revenue to your operation at the same time! 
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can be a warehouse, apartment 
building, or any other invest- 
ment property) that cost 
$500,000. It has been depreciat- 
ed down to $300,000 and is 
worth $1 million. Joe has a buy- 
er. The $700,000 profit will cost 
Joe $196,000 ($700,000 x 28 per- 
cent as acapital gain) in tax. 
What can Joe do to save the 
$196,000 in tax? A tax-free ex- 
change is the way to go. Here’s 
another reason: the step-up-in- 
basis rule. Let’s continue the 
example to show you how it 
works. Suppose you trade the 
$1 million property for new 
property worth $1.5 million, as- 
suming an additional mortgage 
of $500,000. For tax purposes, 
you only paid $800,000 for the 
property ($1.5 million less the 
$700,000 tax-free profit). The 
years go by and the new prop- 
erty is depreciated down to 


$400,000 but is worth $2.5 mil- 
lion.

Your heirs take the property 
with a new $2.5 million tax ba- 
Sis, just as if they had pur- 
chased the property for that 
amount on the day you died. 
Who pays tax on the $2.1 million 
in profit (the difference be- 
tween its value of $2.5 million 
and $400,000 tax basis)? The an- 
Swer because of the new 
(raised) tax basis: nobody—not 
you, not your estate, not your 
heirs. This raised-basis rule 
should be part of every taxpay- 
er’s lifetime tax plan and estate 
plan.
